1 . FOLLOWING IS UPDATED DESCRIPTION/FORMAT/SCHEDULE FOR 
SUBJECT SEMINAR INTENDED TO ASSIST SPEAKERS IN THEIR 
PREPARATIONS. 

2. CONTEXT/PROGRAM RATIONALE: WHEREAS FOREIGN POLICY FORMU- 
LATION IN THE U.S. INVOLVES COMPLEX INTERACTION BETWEEN 
WHITE HOUSE. STATE DEPARTMENT, CONGRESS, THE PUBLIC, SPECIAL 
INTEREST GROUPS, AND THE MEDIA: BRAZIL’S POLICIES ARE 
FORMULATED AT THE CABINET LEVEL BY LIMITED NUMBER OF 
PROFESSIONALS. MILITARY HAS STRONG INFLUENCE THROUGH 
NATIONAL SECURITY COUNCIL. CONGRESS AND LIMITED NUMBER OF 
STRONG ECONOMIC GROUPS ALSO HAVE INFLUENCE BUT THROUGH 
DIFFERENT PROCESS THAN IN U.S. THE BASIC DIFFERENCES 
BETWEEN THESE TWO SYSTEMS AND PARTICULARLY THE 

MEDIA'S UNIQUE ROLE IN U.S. POLICY FORMULATION 
PROCESS ARE LITTLE UNDERSTOOD EVEN BY JOURNALISTS AND 
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DIPLOMATS IN BRAZIL. 

THE PURPOSE OF THIS SEMINAR IS TO PROVIDE, FOR 
SELECTED GROUP OF 30 BRAZILIAN JOURNALISTS AND OTHER 
LEADERS, A CLEARER VIEW OF HOW THE DIVERSE AND 
SEEMINGLY CUMBERSOME AMERICAN SYSTEM ACTUALLY WORKS, 
THOUGH UNDER THE FINAL CONTROL OF NO SINGLE 
OFFICE NOR GROUP. 
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SEMINAR FORMAT PROVIDES FOR PRESENTATION AND 
DISCUSSION OF BOTH BRAZILIAN AND AMERICAN EXPERIENCES/ 
POINTS-OF-VIEW REGARDING EACH TOPIC ADDRESSED. IT IS 
FELT THAT AN HISTORICAL VIEW OF THE TWO SYSTEMS SIDE 
BY SIDE WILL STRESS COMPARABILITY WHERE IT DOES 
EXIST, BUT HIGHLIGHT THE UNIQUE FEATURES OF THE ROLE OF 
THE PRESS IN THE U.S. POLITICAL PROCESS. 

2. PAPERS: EACH SPEAKER IS ASKED TO PREPARE A PAPER 
WITHIN SCOPE OF ASSIGNED TOPIC. THESE ORIGINALLY 
INTENDED FOR TRANSLATION AND DISTRIBUTION PRIOR 
SEMINAR. IF NOW IMPOSSIBLE TO SEND PAPERS IN ADVANCE 
DUE POST'S DELAY PROVIDING DEFINITIVE GUIDANCE, REQUEST 
SPEAKERS, AS LAST RESORT, COME WITH COMPLETED 
PAPERS IN HAND. 

3. SEMINAR FORMAT: EACH OF FOUR HALF-DAY SESSIONS WILL 
FEATURE AN AMERICAN AND A BRAZILIAN SPEAKER, EACH OF 
WHOM WILL SPEAK 20 TO 30 MINUTES ON TOPIC OF THAT SESSION. 
TALKS INTENDED PRIMARILY TO STIMULATE DISCUSSION/DEBATE 
FOR WHICH AMPLE TIME BEING ALLOWED. 

4. SCHEDULE/TOPICS/NOTES FOR SPEAKERS: SUNDAY. AUGUST 27, 
1978: SPEAKERS EXPECTED TO ARRIVE BRASILIA BY MIDDAY 
AUGUST 27 FOR EMBASSY BRIEFING (UNLESS PREVIOUSLY 
BRIEFED.) SPEAKERS INVITED TO PRE-SEMINAR RECEPTION 
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SAME EVENING.

SPEECHES BY U.S. AMBASSADOR AND RECTOR, UNIVERSITY OF 
BRASILIA.

OF THE

SPEAKERS: OLIVEIROS FERREIRA, DR. EDWIN DIAMOND. 

NOTE: OLIVEIROS FERREIRA IS A DIRECTOR OF AND 
POLITICAL EDITORIALIST FOR " ESTADO DE 
SAO PAULO," A LEADING CONSERVATIVE, PRO-DEMOCRATIC 
NEWSPAPER, FREQUENTLY CRITICAL OF GOB POLICIES. 
FROFESSOR DIAMOND IS ADKED TO EXPLAIN THE ROLE THE 
U.S. PRESS HAS PLAYED IN SHAPING, INFLUENCING, 

AND INTERPRETING U.S. FOREIGN POLICY FROM
